ficials.” 

Testifying before the House 
Judiciary Committee, he em- 
phasized that the recommenda- 
tions for legislation all dealt 
with extensions of power to 
take action in the civil courts. 

And, he said, he had grave 
doubt it would be wise to pro- 
pose any extension of criminal 
law at this time into “the ex- 
traordinarily sensitive and deli- 
cate area of civil rights.” 

Brownell said the difficulty 
presented by present authority 
to proceed in criminial courts 
against civil rights violators is 
that criminal prosecution can 
never be begun “until after the 
harm is done.” 

He said too that criminal in- 
vestigations in the past had often 
stirred ill will in the cémmani- 
ty and state, and that this kind 
of feeling might do more harm 
than good. 

Brownell testified behind 
closed doors. Copies of his pre- 
pared testimony were made 
public after the session. 

Example Given. 

He gave this example of how 
expanded authority in the field 
of civil injunctions might work: 

“In 1952, several Negro citi- 
zens of a certain county in Mis- 
sissippi submitted affidavits to 
us alleging that because of their 
race the registrar of voters re- 
fused to register them. 

“Although the Mississippi 
statutes at that time required 
only that the applicant be able 
to read and write the Constitu- 
tion, these affidavits alleged 
that the registrar demanded 
that the Negro citizens answer 
such questions as ‘What is due 
process of law?’ ‘How many 
bubbles in a bar of soap.” ete.

KANSAS CITY, April 10— 
“Merger of the AFL and CIO or- 
ganizations in Missouri into a 
single state labor body was 
unanimously approved here to- 
day by a unification convention, 
despite the earlier effort of 
Harold J. Gibons, head of the 
Teamsters organization in §&t. | 
Louis, to block the merger at 
this time. The effort failed yes- | 
terday, and Gibbons promised | 
support of the Teamsters to the | 
merged body. | 
Officers for the joint organi: | 
gation, Missouri State Labor 
Council, AFL-CIO, picked pre- 
viously, were elected by ac- 
clamation. John I, Rollings, of 
St. Louis, who was head of the 
AFL State Federation of Labor, 
became president of the new 
labor group. James A. Davis, of 
Jefferson City, former execu- 


tive secretary of the CIO State 
Industrial Council, was named 
vice president. 


Frank J. Murphy of Kansas 
City, secretary-treasurer of the 
old AFL State Federation for 
23 years, was elected to the 
same office in the new council. 
A 2l-member executive board, 
14 from the AFL side, seven 
from the CIO, also was named. 

Pledge by Gibbons. 

Gibbons, president of Team- 
sters Joint Council 13, yester- 
day directed the fight to delay 
the merger two years. However, 
after AFL delegates voted for 
immediate merger, 1103 to 898, 
Gibbons announced for the 
Teamsters: “The delegates have 
spoken; we will remain in the 


federation and do everything in 
our power to make it work.” 


The Teamsters were acting 
-tnder instructions of Dave | 
Beck, international president of 
the union, in their attempt to’ 
persuade the convention to de- 
lay approval of the merger. No 
discord had arisen at merger 
committee meetings until recent 
circulation of a letter from Beck 
counseling a delayifig action. 

In defeat, Gibbons delivered 
a solid Teamsters vote through- 
out the state, representing 
some 570 votes on a member- 
ship of 57,000. Votes are based 
on a per capita formula, one 

for each 100 members. 


The Teamsters were aided by 
scattered votes from other un- 
ions and localities, including 
about 60 per cent of the entire 
Kansas City labor union vote. 
St. Louis locals backing the 
‘Teamsters’ move included Local 
88 of the Meat Cutters, headed 
by Nicholas Blassie, who cast 
its 24 votes. 


Others who took the floor 
and advocated delay were Sam 
Gross of Kansas City, interna- 
tional head of the cleaners and 
dyers’ union, and Tim J. Dwyer 
of Local 50, Building Service | 
Union, in St. Louis. 


_ . How Unions Lined Up. 

In general the electricians, 
carpemers, machinists, painters 
and other craft unions voted 
for immediate merger, although 
there were some exceptions. 
Adherents of the Teamsters’ 
proposal included laborers, hod 
carriers, restaurant workers and 
school teachers, although no 
hard and fast lines were es- 
tablished. 

Gibbons argued that while 
unity .was desirable and the 
Teamsters had joined the na- 
tional unity move, it should be 
approached “calmly” on the 
local level with advance oppor- 
tunity to work out jurisdictional, 
organizational and political ac- 
tion problems. Basically, a state 
federation’s principal activity is 
in legislation. 


Rollins pointed out merger 
commitments had been made. 
Unless the merger went 
through, Rollings said, Missouri 
labor would lose “the offen- 
sive.” Since 1953, he said, the 
AFL state body has doubled in 
Size to 550 local union affiliates, 
representing a combined mem- | 
bership of about 212,000.

Many interpret this 
policy as sustaining a static 
situation in most parts of the 
world, including Germany. 

As one diplomat expressed it: 
“We have built a hedge about 
ourselves in the Atlantic alli- 
ance with no thought of what 
we should do when the hedge 
was completed.” 

This military solidarity has 
not been supplemented by a 
corresponding economic soli- 
darity. The dominant partner 
in the alliance, the United 
States, is accused of pursuing 
in the economic field the na- 
tionalistic isolation that it has 
abandoned in the political field. 

Half its economic aid to its 
Allies must be delivered in 
American ships, even to nations 


having surplus shipping. The 
escape clause in American tariff | 
legislation is a threat that if 
these Allies manage to earn 
more dollars by exports to re- 
place aid, they may find the 
tariff rising to prevent this | 
form of self-help.

Red China’s Place in World 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

President Eisenhower is reported 
to have told the Canadian Foreign 
Minister at the recent White Sulphur 
Springs conference that American 
public opinion would not tolerate the 
recognition of Communist China, 
“whose hands are dripping with 
the blood of Americans killed in 
Korea.” “ 

This appraisal of American senti- 
ment is probably correct so long as 
the President himself and other 
leaders continue to speak about this 
subject in highly emotional terms 
and so long as no leader of either 
party undertakes to give the Ameri- 
can people the facts upon which to 
base a rational judgment.

The simple facts are: 

1. That the Peiping regime is, 
whether we like it or not, firmly 
established as the government of a 
nation containing almost one-quarter 
of the world’s population. 

2. That there can be no peace set- 
tlements as to Korea, Indochina or 
Formosa except through war or ne- 
gotiation with Peiping. 

3. That we cannot negotiate with 
a government the existence of which 
we decline to recognize. 

Recognition of Peiping would not 
constitute approval any more than 
our maintenance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Moscow implies that we 
like or respect the Soviet govern- 
ment. Nor would recognition of 
Peiping necessarily mean the de-rec- 
ognition of Nationalist China. 

Most certainly, it would not mean 
abandoning Chiang Kai-shek to the 
tender mercy of the Communists. 

Similarly, negotiation with Peiping 
would not imply “appeasement,” 
much less “surrender.” Negotiation 
would constitute nothing more than 
an honorable and sensible attempt to 
settle such questions as Korea, Indo- 
china and Formosa by peaceful 
means or, failing that, to find a 
way Of living at peace with some 
of our differences unresolved. 

A continued ostrich-like refusal to 
face the unpleasant but immutable 
facts in the Far East will not only 
keep the United States indefinitely 
at the brink of war with China but 
will very soon lead to the isolation 
of the United States. 

* « 

Qur China policy is rapidly alien- 
ating both the uncommitted peoples 
and most of our allies, the exceptions 
being Chiang Kai-shek and Syngman 
Rhee, both of whom openly hope to 
involve the United States in war. 

President Eisenhower is_ well 
aware of these facts. He is, more- 
over, a deeply sincere man of peace. 
Has he, then, little confidence in 
the common sense of the American 
people that he dare not put them 
to the test? Or is it simply that in 
an election year both Republicans 
and Democrats lack the political 
courage to open up the question to 
rational discussion? 

If the latter is the case, the lead- 
ership of both of our major politi- 
cal parties is taking a reckless gam- 
ble with the future of our nation and 
of the human race? History will not 
stand still whfle the United States 
takes a six months’ leave of absence 
, from world affairs to elect a Pres- 
ident.

Warning to Be Heeded 


President Eisenhower has taken the strong 
stand the world has been expecting of him in 
the White House announcement from Augusta, 
Ga., that the United States is “determined to 
support and assist any nation” subjected to 
armed aggression in the Middle East. 

The statement, which went on to declare that 
this country “will observe its commitments with- 
in constitutional means,” has now been followed 
by a meeting of Secretary of State Dulles with 
Republican and Democratic leaders in Congress. 
These two developments make clear how gravely 
the Eisenhower Administration views the mount- 
ing tension along the Gaza strip between the 
Egyptians and the Israeli. , 

Meantime our envoys to the Middle East coun- 
tries are urging both the Arabs and Israel to 
observe a stuict cease-fire. And Dag Ham- 
marskjold, U.N. Secretary General, has reached 
Tel Aviv, clase to the flaming area, on his urgent 
peace mission. 

What is the commitment which is the basis 
both for attention and for possible action by this 
country in the eastern Mediterranean? It is the 
Tripartite Declaration of May 25, 1950, which 
grew out of the London Foreign Ministers’ meet- 
ing earlier that year. 

This joint declaration of the United States, 
Britain and France appears to have been spon- 
sored first by the British. In 1949, the State 
Department felt obliged to deny reports that 
Britain had offered to recognize Israel if the 
United States would accept a British proposal for 
guaranteeing Middle Eastern peace. In 1950, the 
United States, together with France, accepted 
just such a guarantee. 

The first two points of the tripartite declara- 
tion, however, deal specifically with munitions. 
One states the opposition of the three powers 
to shipment of more arms than necessary for the 
“legitimate self-defense” of the Arab states and 
Israel. The other says arms will not be supplied 
unless these nations promise not to use them 
for aggression. 

Recent shipments of munitions to Egypt by 
Communist nations have upset the purpose of 
the first two points, which was to stop an arms 
race. But the third point of the tripartite decla- 
ration was in 1950, and certainly is today, by far 
the most important of the three. It says: 


The three governments take this op- 
portunity of declaring their deep interest 
and their desire to promote the establish- 
ment and maintenance of peace and stability 
in the area and their unalterable opposition 
to the use of force or threat of force be- 
tween any of the states of that area. The 
three Governments, should they find that 
any of these states was preparing to vio 
late frontiers or armistice lines, would, con- 
sistently with their obligations as members 
of the United Nations, immediately take ac- 
tion, both within and outside the United 
Nations, to prevent such violation. 


In this agreement the three Western allies 
obviously meant to act against the threat of out- 
right war, and not mere border hostilities, and 
their preference is to act within the United Na- 
tions before acting outside it. But in any event 
the three powers are pledged to try to keep the 
peace in the Middle East. Prime Minister Eden 
called attention to this declaration wher he de- 
fended the need for a British base on Cyprus. 
Washington supported it by sending Marine con- 
tingents to the Mediterranean. 

This tripartite warning of 1950, plus our 
membership in the U.N., constitute the base 
on which President Eisenhower soundly rests his 
vigorous warning to the bitter rivals in the Mid- 
die East. Every American can hope that the 
warning will setve its purpose. If it does the 
fighting will cease and the U.N. will have a 
chance to work out the points at dispute around 
a table where diplomacy rather than guns will 
be the means of settlement. 
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Out With the Facts!

Since the Marine commandant, Gen. Randolph 
Pate, is at the scene, in full charge of the in- 
vestigation, the reports as to the facts will have 
the highest approval the Marine Corps can 
give it. 

The American people are entitled to know 
just who was responsible for this inexcusable 
blunder and why. No training program can jus- 
tify a loss of this shOcking character, 
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Party Loyalty or Profit? 

Only a zealous and legitimate desire for the 
success of Democratic candidates may have been 
behind campaign contributions from such men as 
James M. Kemper Sr. of Kansas City and Rich- 
ard R; Nacy, Richard R. Nacy Jr., Alex Vetter, 
Sam B. Cook, Frank Railton and Hugh Stephens, 
all of Jefferson City.

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So Secretary Wilson Was Wrong 

If President Eisenhower's sudden request to 
Congress for an additional $547,100,000 for na- 
tional defense is justified—and we believe it is 
—then Secretary of Defense Wilson was wrong 
in his stubborn insistence that the armed serv- 
ices had adequate funds. 

This increase would be added fo the Pres- 
ident’s original request for $34,900,000,000. Is 
the White House’s request for the additional half 
billion designed to stop criticism that the Ad- 
ministration lets budget balancing outweigh de- 
fense needs? The timing, just before the start 
of hearings in the Senate, almost proves it. 

The bulk of the money—$376,500,000—is to 
go to the Air Force with $280,500,000 for in- 
creasing the number of B-52 long-range jet 
bombers on order and stepping up their rate of 
production, That will mean only 30-odd pf 
these planes that are the backbone of the Stra- 
tegic Air Command and which are urgently 
needed to replace the obsolescent B-36s. The 
Air Force has been getting only four B-52s a 
month whereas Soviet Russia has been reported 
getting a monthly production of 20 of its Bisons, 
a bomber corresponding to our B-52. 

Only a few weeks ago Secretary of the Air 
Force Quarles told the Senate and House Armed 
Services Committees that he was perfectly satis- 
fied with the B-52 program. There were sev- 
eral knowledgeable persons who had taken the 
opposite view even before he spoke. 

Gen. Curtis LeMay, head of the Strategic Air 
Command, disagreed with the planning of the 
B-52 program as far back as 1952. Trevor Gard- 
ner, who quit as Assistant Secretary of the Air 
Force in February, had told a secret House ap- 
propriations subcommittee hearing just after he 
resigned that the Air Force needed $3,500,000,- 
000 more than the budget specified. 

The Post-Dispatch military analyst, Brig. Gen. 
Thomas R. Phillips (Ret.), wrote articles over a 
period of several months stressing that the Air 
Force was not receiving the funds it needed. 
Gen. Phillips emphasized that the budget allot- 
ment would not even provide plane replace- 
ments for the normal attrition, nor would it pro 
vide the new interceptors that are needed. 

The remainder of the funds Mr. Eisenhower 
has requested is to go for guided and ballistic 
missiles, the radar warning network, Navy ship 
conversions and minor increases in Navy and 
Army strength. It is interesting to note that 
about $50,000,000 is sought for the missile pro- 
gram. Secretary Wilson has been under long 
and heavy criticism for his missile program. 

This request for the extra half billion is a 
short step in the right direction. But no one 
can say conyincingly that it recognizes the 
urgency of an adequate defense program. 
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When Sonny Was Cloudy on Willie

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Community Face-Lifting 

What has happened to East St. Louis? The 
question arises from a realization that a commu- 
nity face-lifting is in the making. Already in 
place or scheduled for early construction are 
such signs of progress as new sewers, .new 
schools, new roads, new housing, new street 
lights, a new freeway and so on. There is even 
talk of a new city hall. 

One of the big factors in creating the climate 
for this real or promised progress is the im- 
proved position of municipal finances. For years 
East St. Louis has been chronically short of 
ready cash, Now, with the aid of a new sales tax, 
Mayor Alvin G. Fields looks forward to a year 
in which income will match or exceed outgo. 

The example of East St. Louis’s neighbor on 
the west side of the Mississippi is another factor. 
It has not gone unnoticed on the East Side that 
St, Louisans are borrowing $110,000,000 for pub- 
lic improvements designed to arrest decay and 
make their city a better place in which to live 
and raise children. 

Most importantly, however, there is a rising 
tide of civic consciousness in the rapidly-grow- 
ing suburban subdivisions of Madison and St. 
Clair counties, and some of this seems to have 
taken root in East St. Louis itself. Several im- 
provement groups have frankly faced up to their 
problems, and are working to overcome them. 

And 80 a substantial group of East St. Louis- 
ans are spurring their community to keep pace 
with progress throughout this metropolitan area.

A winter of party strife at Bonn has 
not prevented the Bundestag from mak- 
ing decisions necessary to allow West 
German rearmament to go forward. 
The Soldatefigesetz, the basic. piece of 
legislation on which the existence of 
the new armed forces will rest, has 
passed its third reading. 


While the Social Democrat Opposition 
voted against this bill (which needed 
only a simple majority), all but 20 of 
them voted for the extensive amend- 
ments to the Basic Law which were con- 
sidered necessary to put rearmament on 
a clear constitutional basis. 


They voted against the Soldiers Bill 
because it is an instrument to carry out 
the Paris treaties, to which they are 
opposed, and because they hold German 
rearmament in present circumstances to 
be wrong. The constitutional amend- 
ments, too, are an instrument to carry 
out the Paris treaties, but here the 
Social Democrats 
preferred to use 
their bargaining 
pawer to anchor in 
the Basic Law a 
series of safeguards 
for the parliamen- 
tary control of the 
military arm. 

Experience will 
show whether these 
safeguards prove 
effective. At least 
they are an advance 
on the constitu- 
tional practice of 
earlier German re- 
gimes, and the col-

Rise of Parlimentary Power 


Some of the credit goes to the Chris- 
tian Social chairman and the Social 
Democrat deputy chairman of the 
Bundestag defense committee, Dr. Jager 
and Herr Erler, who have maintained 
a remarkably good working relationship. 
But an equal part was played by the 
Federal Government’s hasty and arbi- 
trary handling of the defense legisla- 
tion in its early stages last year, which 
created a parliamentary front against 
the executive power. 


Parliament, as a result, has been able 
to impose its wishes on the Ministry of 
Defense in an important and—in Ger- 
man politics—highly wnusual degree. 


Dr. Adenauer, as Chancellor, sup- 
ported his Minister of Defense in these 
matters, and the rebuffs he had to ac- 
cept at the hands of Parliament were 
the first important sign of a weakening 
of his tactical mastery of the polities of 
the Federal Republic, Other signs have 
followed, culminating in the rebellion 
of the Free Democrats, the overthrow 
of a Land Government at Dusseldorf 
which had been set up in 1954 on lines 
laid down by the Chancellor personally, 
and the secession of the majority of the 
Free Democrats from the coalition. 


Gradual Change of Coalition

These constitute a majority of the 
present Bundestag, but they will not 
make a majority of the next Bundestag 
unless the Christian Democrats in 
September next year succeed in retain- 
ing every ounce of their sweeping elec- 
toral gains in 1953. 


For the first time since the Federal 
Republic was founded in 1949, the pos- 
sibility of a change of government has 
ceased to appear remote. The recollec- 
tion of Dr. Adenauer’s great services to 
Germany has no power to damp the 
enlivening effect of this perception on 
German party political life. 


New Opposition to Adenauer 


Dr. Dehler of the Free Democrats, in- 
deed, has gone so far as to reproach Dr. 
Adenauer with having become too much 
the one representative abroad of the 
“good” Germany, and with having set 
himself up as the one man who can 
“tame” the German nation. 


Opposition to Dr. Adenauer has be- 
gun to replace adherence io him as the 
basis for party combinations. As Ger- 
man newspaper commentators have 
been remarking, many of them not with- 
out relish, German party politics have 
become fluid. 


Some such change in the West Ger- 
man political climate was inevitable one 
day, no doubt, but some of the accom- 
panying circumstances are of a kind to 
cause uneasiness. 

Certainly the Dusseldorf Free Demo- 
crats have been one of the question- 
marks of German politics. It would 
have been easier to look on in detach- 
ment if the fuse had been set off from 
some other source. The triple political 
origin of the Free Democrats makes it 
always difficult to predict their course: 
they wear the clashing colors of the eld 
Democratic Party (liberals), the Strese- 
mann Party (national liberals), and 
Hugenberg’s German Nationalists. 


Dr. Dehler is able to demand a “Ger- 
man” foreign policy; here is the ground 
on which ‘Free Democrats and Social 
Democrats, craving power and impa- 
tient with things as they are, can meet. 


Change for Sake of Change? 


One uncomfortable fact is plain; since 
the Soviet Union alone is in a position 
to satisfy the demand, it implies, neces- 
sarily, talks with the Russians. This is 
common ground to virtually all shades 
of German opinion; it was on this 
ground that Dr. Adenauer explained 
his deeision to exchange ambassadors 
with Moscow; but there is no common 
ground on the place which the Paris 
treaties ought to have in any talks 
with the Russians when they take place. 


For the present the question remains 
academic, since the Russians continue 
to tell the West Germans firmly that 
if they want to discuss unity they must 
address themselves to Herr Grotewohl 
in East Berlin. But there is discontent, 
there is criticism, and there is an ih- 
creasingly perceptible pressure for 
change at Bonn for the sake of change.

Between Book Ends 


Sull the Hate Campaigns 


CROSS-CURRENTS, by Arnold Forster and Ben- 
jamin R. Epstein. (Doubleday, 382 pgs., $4.) 
With attention in the United States 

focused internationally on problems in 
the Middle East and relations with Afri- 
can and Asian nations and locally on 
the forthcoming presidential election 
and integration of races in Southern 
schools, a great many Americans are 
probably unaware of the wave of in- 
tolerance toward a large segment of 
the population—which still adversely 
affects democratic life in this nation. 


The story of cross-currents of anti- 
Semitism is constructed in this book 
from a large number of memoranda 
and documents which expose. the 
planned hate campaign directed pri- 
marily against Jews in America, Ger- 
many and the Middle East. Names and 
tactics of many of the rabble-rousers in 
the United States,: several of whom 
have operated out of St. Louis, will be 
familiar to the reader. 


Although no evidence of anti-Semi- 
tism was found, in the Fort Monmouth 
scandal and Senator McCarthy’s investi- 
gation of alleged Communists in sensi- 
tive positions, the arithmetic of those 
suspended and declassified shows there 
were 38 Jews and one Negro out of 42 
persons affected. Most of them were 
subsequently cleared. 


Arnold Forster and Benjamin R. Ep- 
stein, the authors, charge “McCarthy- 
ism” was involved. They define the 
term (as distinguished from Senator Mc- 
Carthy) as “the irresponsible exploita- 
tion of political and public media for 
the furthering of personal or political 
ambitions; defamation of personal or 
political opponents; the mixture of fact 
and gossip. It means the cultivation of 
prejudice and fear; it means the in- 
creased reliance upon ‘secret’ informers: 
unproduced evidence in the process of 
justice. It means that a person is guilty 
until he proves himself innocent.” 

The plight of Jews in Germany has 
not been removed, as any visitor to 
the country would note, although prog- 
ress has been made in undoing the work 
of Hitler’s propaganda machine. “For 
Germany,” the authors stated, “a com- 
plex question is clearly evident: what 
are the most effective antidotes to the 
Fascist infection that remains a poten- 


tial threat in this recreated democracy?” 


_ As to the Middle East, the problem 
is equally complicated. Mr. Forster and 
Mr. Epstein pose the question: “How 
best can permanent peace be brought 
to that war-fevered area?” They claim 
that the “purpose of unifying the diver- 
gent countries of the Arab League is 
a determination to destroy Israel.” 
Whether or not the reader agrees 
with some of the conclusions of the 
authors, he cannot deny the obvious 
existence of organized professional hate 
campaigns against the Jew, not only on 
the international scene but even in the 
United States. The reader will probably 
feel a little embarrassed to know that 
the privileges of freedom and liberty 
are being abused by some at the ex- 
pense of others who have contributed 
much to our cultural and traditional 


heritage.

Gen. Phillips Says They 
Will Reverse Supremacy 
of Planes. 


oe 


Guided missiles are such an 
effective defense against at- 
tacking aircraft that they may 
be expected to reverse the of- 
fensive supremacy of the nu- 
clear bomber within 10 years, 
Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, 
U.S.A. (ret.), military analyst of 
the Post-Dispatch, said here 
last night 

Gen. Phillips told the Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Management 
Club that the last 10 years had 


been “more revolutionary” in | 


weapons and warfare than the 
entire period, embracing hun- 


dreds of years, since the inven- | 


tion of gunpowder. He spoke 
at Crystal Lake Country Club. 
Only a few years ago, Gen. 


Phillips said, there appeared to 
be no defense against bombers 
carrying nuclear weapons. 
Bombing speeds and altitudes 
increased so rapidly that con- 
ventional antiaircraft guns were 
left behind, and radar seemed 
to be moving backward, by com- 
parison. 
Answer Is Found. 

“The scientists were turned 
to,” the speaker continued. 
“Was there no defense? These 
miracle men and the techni- 
cians and engineers have come 
up with the answer: guided anti- 
aircraft missiles of various 
types and ranges, all tied to- 
gether with radar and com- 
puters.” ‘. 

Gen. Phillips told of having 
observed demonstrations of the 
SAGE (Semi-Automatic Ground 
Environment) computer and of 
the Army’s Missile Master, de- 
signed to control Nike bat- 
teries. He described the Navy's 
recent display of its 
missile south of Cuba. 


Terming these and other de- 
velopments as “impressive be- 
yond belief,” Gen. Phillips said 
the new defense weapons would 
enable the Navy to disperse its 
task forces over a wider area 
and thus make it impossible 
for a single nuclear bomb to 
destroy a large number of ships. 


“The United States Navy may 
be able to live in the Mediter- 
ranean, something that neither 
it nor the British Navy could 
do in World War II,” he said. 

Defense of Cities. 

Ground defense against at- | 
tacking aircraft is more dif- 
ficult because of the enormous 
area to be defended, Gen. Phil- | 
lips told the audience of about | 
200 persons, but guided mis- | 
siles can be ranked up in for-'| 
midable array around major 
cities and vital installations. 


“For critical areas, a com- | 
plete defense system reaching | 
out hundreds of miles with | 
piloted interceptors on the| 
perimeter, an inner ring of 
Bomare and Talos, or Nike B 
or Nike II, and a last ditch de- 
fense of the new short-range 
Army Hawk rocket, which will 
replace the skyscraper gun, 
should provide almost impregn- | 
able ense against any known | 
or projected bombers, piloted | 
or uninhabited.” 


Gen. Phillips said the fact 
that defensive missiles might 
»make both manned and un- 
manned bombers obsolete in 10 
years had focussed attention on 
the ballistic missile as the pos- 
sible offensive answer. Such 
missiles, he said, have such ter- 
rific speed that they cannot be 
intercepted by any known de- 
fense. 

Public ‘Oversold.’ 

He doubted, however, .that 
ballistic missiles would have 
satisfactory accuracy in the 
next decade. He said some of 
the technical problems might 
prove insoluble, and expressed 
his own conviction that the pub- 
lic might have been “oversold” 
on these huge and relatively in- 
flexible weapons of the future. 

Gen. Phillips said he thought 
the United States Would get 
more for its money if it spent 
about one fourth what it now 
spends on long-range ballistic 
missiles in research to find 
ways to make aircraft invis- 
ible to radar and infra-red rays. 

He congratulated McDonnell 
Aaircraft Corp. on the part 
it is playing in the manufac- 
ture of guided missiles. The 
company amnounced last fall 
that it had nine Navy and Air 

Force contracts for missiles, 
with a total backlog of orders 
amounting to $15,000,000. 

Gén. Phillips was introduced

Switches Back to Theory He Was Forced 
to Abandon When Stalin Was 
in Control. 


MOSCOW, April 10 (AP)— 
Eugene S. Varga is saying again 
that the capitalist world will 


weather its future economic 
crises. 
The Hungarian-born Soviet 


economist revives in the current 
issue of the magazine Kommu- 
nist a line of reasoning he was 
forced by Joseph Stalin's regime 
to abandon in 1948. 

The Stalin theory was that 
the capitalist world was headed 
for immediate and violent col- 
lapse. Varga fell out of grace 
for declaring in his book “Basic 
Questions of the Economics and 
Politics of Imperialism” that, 
partly due to their armaments 
program, capitalist countries 
had succeeded in putting off a 
disastrous economic crisis in- 
definitely. 

This statement was criticized 


severely by the economic insti- 


tute of the Academy of Sciences | 
and other top theoretical organs | 


for what they called its “bour- 
geois reformist character.” So 
Varga recanted and rewrote the 
book in accordance with a Stalin 
work then accepted as authori- 
tative, “Economic Problems of 
Socialism in the U.S.S.R.” 

“The capitalist economy,” 
Varga said in his revised book, 
“is clearly on the eve of a new 
economic crisis. The crisis 
doubtless will be profound and 
prolonged.” 

His switch in Kommunist, 
the bible of world communism, 
reflected an easing away from 
the old line by Stalin’s suc- 
cessors. Deputy Premier A. I. | 


at the twentieth congress of the 
Soviet Communist party in mid- 
February. Party boss Nikita S. 
Khrushchey said Communism 


can learn to live with capitalism 
without violent revolution. 
Capitalism still faces an 
economic crisis which probably | 
will rate in severity between | 
those of 1929 and 1938, Varga 
writes, but its present structure 
is sufficiently solid to with-.

Charlie Chaplin's Quiet Life in Europe 


Family Shuns Publicity in Switzerland; He's Planning Movie in London

HARLES SPENCER CHAP- 
Cur, nearing his sixty-sev- 

enth birthday on April 16, 
gives the impression here of a 
man who at long last has found 
contentment security. 


The evidence is largely cir- 
cumstantial, for the one-time 
movie comic has shut himself 
away, deliberately and effec- 
tively, from a world that was 
too much with him. What there 
is adds up to this: 


The boy from the London 
slums, who became a national 
idol in the United States, and 
then, very nearly, a national 
hate, has put aside both the 
triumph and the misery of the 
past. 

Everything about him, ac- 
cording to lecal report, sug- 
gests a permanence and a sta- 
bility that may once have been 
lacking. Chaplin 
a “feeling of sadness” at the 
beginning - of his involuntary 
exile more than four years ago, 
but of this there is no present 
sign. 

The “little man” of the baggy 
trousers, twirling cane, and 
derby hat sailed from New York 
for England in September 1952 
after nearly 10 years of sordid 
law suits and mounting public 
clamor about his alleged Com- 
munist leanings which, inciden- 
tally, he. always has denied. 

Chaplin, a British subject 
despite his more than 40 years 
of residence in the United 
States, had a valid re-entry per- 
mit When he left, .But the 
Queen Elizabeth: was scarcely 
out of territorial waters when 
United States A Gen- 
eral James P. McGranery an- 
nounced that Chaplin would be 
held “for hearings” should he 
ever seek to return. 

The charges never have been 
specified, but McGranery re- 
ferred a few weeks later to 
what he said was Chaplin's 
“sneering attitude towards the 
country whose generous hospi- 
tality has enriched him,” and 
to his “utterly contemptible re- 
gard for the high state of wom- 
anhood.” 

McGranery’s suceessor and 
present Attorney General, Her- 
bert Brownell Jr., announced 
as one of his first public acts 
early in 1953 that McGranery’s 
order would be continued in 
force. Presumably it still 
stands.

There is room now for 
the Chaplins’ visitors in their 
own home. Until this addition 
was completed they brought 
their guests to a lakeside hotel 
here in Vevey. 

The Chapiins now are seen 
less frequently. They occasion- 
ally appear at official receptions 
and once were guests of honor 
at a showing of the Swiss na- 
tional circus. 

Not long after they were set- 
tled, Chaplin began work on a 
new film. Over a period of two 
years he wrote the script and 
the music for a movie to be 
called, “The King in New York,” 
the story of an American girl 
who falls in love with a “de- 
posed monarch.” Symbolism? 
Perhaps. There seems to have 
been some of it also in “Lime- 
light,” the story of a man who 
desperately needed affection. 

He is engaged now in the 
casting and in preparations for 
the actual filming of the new 
movie and spends most of his 
time in London where he lives 
at the Savoy Hotel. He was 
here briefly to spend the Easter 
holidays in the quiet of his fam- 
ily.

Concrete Floors. 


O one has ever accused a 
N concrete floor of not being 

hard. If fact one of the big 
headaches of having a concrete 
floor in the home is that after 
a few hours of standing on ijt. 
some people complain that their 
feet hurt. The truth of the mat- 
ter is that their feet do hurt 
and the cause is the hard un- 
giving concrete surface. 


Covering a concrete floor 
with some type of resilient 
flooring such as asphalt or rub- 
ber tile will help considerably 
but in some areas like the 
kitchen where someone is us- 
ually standing most of the day, 
feet still get tired and begin to 
ache come evening. 


It’s possible to make a con- 
crete floor nice and comfortable 
simply by covering it with a 
wood flooring. Wood sleepers 
are first attached to the con- 
crete either with anchors or 
with a mastic and then the wood 
flooring is nailed to the sleep- 
ers. 

Another method is to cover 
the floor with sheets of heavy 
insulation board such as used 
for house sheathing. This is 
fastened to the concrete with a 
liquid mastic. Over the insula- 
tion board goes plywood or 
hardboard—5s-inch plywood or 
%-inch hardboard and this also 
is fastened down with a mastic. 
The finish flooring such as li- 
noleum or resilient tile is then 
applied in the usual manner 
over the hardboard or plywood. 

All this work produces a 
mighty soft floor and because 
the finish flooring is no longer 
in direct contact with the 
masonry, it’s therefore possible 
to use types of flooring that are 
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not otherwise suitable if they 
are to be applied directly to a 
concrete floor that is in direct 
contact with the ground,

She won't 
put a straw in her mouth. Her liquids come from milk on 
cereal and strained fruits. When my husband and I were 
away, we left her with a friend and she dehydrated and 
had to be taken to a hospital.” 
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SHE CONTINUES: “She absolutely refuses to feed her- 
self and would starve rather than do so. She will take a 
spoon and play with her food, but she won't feed herself. 
She also refuses to chew and is thus on chopped and 
strained foods. I’ve tried things like the vegetables from 
soups which are soft and easy to chew, but she just gags. 
Also she refuses to even so much as put a lollypop in her 
mouth, or a cookie or even a piece of candy. Her diet is 
pablum and milk and baby foods. 

“When I consulted her pediatrician he just shrugged 
his shoulders and said she would have to grow up some 
time, that she wouldn’t always be this way. We have run 
out of ideas in trying to get her to take a drink, chew 
and feed herself and would appreciate any help you can 
give us.” 
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THE MOST IMPORTANT THING, for the present, 
fs to recognize that your daughter is a real feeding prob- 
lem, (You probably suspect this already.) Her situation 
is complicated by a premature start in life and a strong 
will. Whether something really happened to frighten her, 
of course, nobody knows. For the next few months, or 
maybe years, you will probably have to stay on bland, 
chopped, strained foods and will have to feed her. 

Some children like this will take very crispy foods— 
bacon, carrot sticks, or very crunchy toast. Sometimes they 
will finger-feed these things to themselves. But they 
seem to prefer the extremes of either very bland or very 
crunchy food. Often this restriction continues through five 
years of age. Then suddenly some new experience, as a 
party or a visit to grandmother’s, produces quite normal 
feeding behavior. We have seen this exact situation re- 
peated many times. 

You can look for a marked appetite increase in her 
teens, and possibly even as early as eight years of age. 
But for the time being, don’t expect any sudden change, 
no matter how cleverly you handle the situation. Actually 
we're afraid your pediatrician is right. We believe that 
if you can just accept the fact that her diet will con- 
tinue to be restricted for some time to come, and that 
you will have to continue to feed her, all this will not 
tire and worry you so much.

Missouris Fighting First Senator 


Thomas Hart Benton Went Down to Defeat After 30 Years by Unpopular Stand for Union

éc R. PRESIDENT, sir. ... 

M: never quarrel, sir. 

But sometimes I fight, 

sir; and whenever I fight, sir, 
a funeral follows, sir.” 

No one in the Senate cham- 
ber regarded this as an idle 
boast by the senior Senator 
from Missouri, Thomas Hart 
Benton. True, he had not killed 
a man since his early days in 
St. Louis, when a United States 
district attorney had the mis- 
fortune to engage the rugged 
Missourian in a pistol duel at 
nine feet. 

But all the Senate knew that 
Benton, whom a colleague had 
just called “quarrelsome,” was 
a rough-and-tumble fighter off 
and on the Senate floor. His 
great ego and vigorous health 
had made him immune to the 
wounds of those political clashes 
from which his adversaries re- 
tired bleeding and broken. 

(The leathery quality of his 
skin was in part the result of 
a daily application of horsehair 
brush, “Because, sir, the Roman 
gladiators did it, sir.” When 
asked if the brush were truly 
rough, he would roar: “Why, 
sir, if I were to touch you with 
that brush, sir, you would cry 
murder, sir.”) 

But now, rounding out 30 
years in the Senate, Benton was 
under attack—and this time the 
political funeral that was to 
follow would be his own. 

From 1821 to 1844 he had 
reigned over Missouri politics. 
In the words of one of his op- 


ponents, it meant “political 
death to even whisper a 
breath” against Benton, the 


state’s first Senator. During 
this charmed period, he did not 
even need to ask to be re- 
elected. The fact that he alone 
disdained patronage, petty con- 
gressional graft and favosr from 
lobbyists may have disturbed 
the politicians, but not the peo- 
ple of Missouri. 

The first Senator ever to 
serve 30 consecutive years, Ben- 
ton achieved a prominence 
which no other Senator from a 
new state could claim, and he 
championed the West with a 
boundless energy no opposing 
candidate could match. The 
Pony Express, the telegraph 
line and the highways were 
among his accomplishments — 
and a transcontinental railroad 
and fully developed West were 
among his dreams. 

“Nobody opposes Benton,” he 
would roar. “Benton and the 
people, Benton and democracy 
are one and the same, sir, sy- 
nonymous terms, sir, synony- 
mous terms.” 

But by 1844, the handwritin 
of inevitable defeat had already 
appeared. Missouri, a_ slave 
state, came to feel more strongly 
that her allegiance belonged to 
the South. She tended to look 
with increasing suspicion upon a 
rebellious Senator whose de- 
votion to the Union was far 
greater than to the South or the 
Democratic party. 

Benton pursued an jndepend- 
ent and increasingly lonely 
course. He would not go over 
to the Whig party, whose petty 
politicians, he said, “are no 
more able to comprehend me 
... than a rabbit, which breeds 
12 times a year, could compre- 
hend the gestation of an ele- 
phant which carries two years.” 

Nor would he seek financial 
aid from the lobbyists swarming 
over Washington, telling the 
agent for one group seeking a 
ship subsidy that the only con- 
dition upon which he would lift 
a finger to help was “when the 
vessels are finished they will be 
used to take all such damned 
rascals as you, sir, out of the 
country.” 

Nor would he make peace 
with the Missouri political 
chiefs. Until it was too late, 
Benton refused to recognize 
slavery as a major issue, believ- 
ing that the Missouri Comp- 
romise of 1820 (which brought 
his state into the union and 
Benton to the Senate) had taken 
it out of politics, and refusing 
to debate it on the Senate floor. 

“I cannot degrade the Senate 
by engaging in slavery and dis- 
union discussions,” he said. 

One of the few members of 
Congress who still brought his 
slaves with him to Washington, 
he nevertheless was equally op- 
posed to the abolitionists and 
the secessionists, to the perma- 
nent extension of this evil into 
new territory and to the parti- 
san exploitation of its miseries 
by northern agitators. Above 
all, he was distressed about the 
fact that the issue was con- 
stantly raised by both sides as 
a barrier to western expansion 
and the admission of new states 
to the Union. 

The beginning of Benton's 
end came on Feb. 19, 1847, 
Senator John C. Calhoun of 
South Carolina read to a 

rried Senate his famous res- 
olutions insisting that Congress

had no right to interfere with 
the development of slavery in 
the territories. Calhoun called 
for an immediate vote; Benton 
rose from his chair. 

“Mr. Calhoun: . .. I certainly 
supposed the Senator from

a slaveholding state, would 
have supported these resolu-

“Mr. Benton: The Senator 
knows very well from my whole 
course in public life that I 
Would never leave public busi- 
ness to take up firebrands to 
set the world on fire.” 

“Mr. Calhoun: Then I shall 
know where to find the gentle- 
man.” 

“Mr. Benton:'I shall be found 
in the right place ... on the 
side of my country and the 
Union.” 

(“This answer,” wrote Ben- 
ton in later years, “given on 
that day and on that spot, is 
one of the incidents of his life 
which Mr. Benton will wish 
posterity to remember.”)

HEN, in 1848, the slavery 
W issue split the Democratic 
party at its convention, 
Benton, deploring the split and 
denying the importance of the 
issue, refused to support either 
camp actively. He was now a 
man without a party and a Sen- 

ator without a constituency. 
The noose was set early in 
1849. By an overwhelming 
margin, the Missouri Legis- 
lature adopted Calhoun’s res- 
olutions, expressing Missouri's 
desire to co-operate with other 


slaveholding states, and _ in- 
structed her Senators to vote 
accordingly. 


Determined to see the resolu- 
tions withdrawn or repudiated, 
Benton launched an aggressive 
tour of his hostile state. He 
denounced the leading South- 
ern spokesman for his party, 
Senator Calhoun (a denuncia- 
tion he would continue until 
shortly before Calhoun’s death 
after a long illness in 1850. He 
withheld his attack then, he 
said, because “when God Al- 
mighty lays His hand upon a 
man, sir, I take mine off, sir.”’) 
He poured out his taunting sar- 
casm in bombastic thunder- 
bolts of gigantic rage. 

Attacking his longtime polit- 
ical enemy, Judge William B. 
Napton of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, who had report- 
edly drawn up the resolutions, 
he said that any man who acted 
according to the provisions of 
those measures would “be sub- 
ject to be hung under the laws

In another town, spotting 
from the platform three of his 
enemies sitting quietly in his 
audience while he _ character- 
ized their resolutions as “fun- 
gus cancers,” he referred to 
them by name “as demure as 
three prostitutes at a christen- 
ing.” 

When his attention was called 
to the criticism of a disting- 
guished opponent, he lashed 
back, “send him word that Ben- 
ton says ‘he lied from the bot- 
tom of his belly to the root of 
his tongue.” 

When he mounted the plat- 
form at Fayette, Mo., where his 
life had been threatened, a 
body of armed men began an 
uproar. But, according to the 
Jefferson City Inquirer, “in a 
quarter of an hour the insulters 
were cowed; and the speech for 
four hours was received with 
respect and applause.” 

Benton's turbulent tour could 
not stem a tide much greater 


than any one man or single | 


state. When Congress re-as- 
sembled, Calhoun was success- 
ful in forcing the Democratic 


caucus to strip Benton of all | 


his committees except Foreign 
Affairs. 

Even his gigantic ego could 
not have hidden from Thomas 
Hart Benton the unmistakeable 
fact that this was his last term 
—unless. Would he initiate a 
convention of all Missouri Dem- 
ocrats to settle his differences 
with the pro-slavery camp? 

“I would sooner,” he thun- 
dered, “sit in council with the 
6000 dead who have died of 
cholera in St. Louis than go 
into convention with such a 
gang of scamps!” 

Would he speak one word 
for the South or at least re- 
main silent in order to save the 
seat he loved for future battles? 
He would not. As a Missouri 
associate rec lled: “™, : 5 aoe 
an early period of his existence, 
while reading Plutarch, he de- 
termined that if it should ever 
become necessary for the good 
of his country, he would sacri- 
fice his own political exist- 
ence.” 

As for the contest for the 
State Legislature that would 
name his successor raged in 
Missouri, Senator Benton stood 
fast by his post in Washington, 
outspoken to the end in his con- 
demnation of the views his con- 
stituents now embraced. 


rear, an event termed “the 

greatest indignity the Sen- 
ate had ever suffered” served 
to show the bitter feelings of 
the South toward Benton. The 
peppery Senator Henry Foote 
of Mississippi, suspected by 
Benton of helping plot his de- 
feat in Missouri, took the floor 
on several occasions to abuse 
Benton's position. 

Benton announced that, if the 
Senate failed to protect him 
from such “false and cowardly” 
attacks, he intended “to protect 
himself, cost what it may.” On 
April 17, in the midst of an- 
other verbal assault upon him 
by Foote, Benton advanced 
toward the Mississippian, then 
turned back at a a 
restraining touch, Suddenly 
Foote whipped out a pistol and 
pointed it at Benton, who dra- 
matically threw open his coat 
and cried: “I have no pistol! 
Let him fire! Let the assassin 
fire!” Foote did not fire.

Hart Benton was ignominiously 
dismissed. 

Undismayed, Benton fought 
to return to Congress the fol- 
lowing year as Representative 
from St. Louis. His campaign, 
according to the opposition New 
Orleans Crescent, “ransacked 
the entire range of the English 
language for terms of scorn 
and derision.” Elected, he 
promptly threw to the winds 
all chances for future re-elec- 
tion by delivering one of his 
most memorable, and one of 
his most vituperative, speeches 
in opposition to the chief meas- 
ure of his party, the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill. 

“He votes as a Southern 
man,” he commented on the 
remarks of a member from 
Georgia, “and votes sectionally. 
I also am a Southern man, but 
vote nationally on national 
issues. ...1 am Southern by 
my birth—Southern in my con- 
victions, interests and connec- 
tions, and I shall abide the fate 
of the South in everything in 
which she has right on her 
side.” 
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OUNDLY defeated for re- 
§ election in 1854, Benton in 

vain sought re-election to the 
Senate in 1855; and, at the age 
of 74, made one last, hopeless 
race for Governor in 1856, His 
daughter, Jessie Benton Fre- 
mont, revealed in her memoirs 
that her father, suffering from 
what he knew to be a fatal 
throat cancer, could speak in 
public only by maintaining 
absolute silence for several 
days in advance. Even then his 
throat bled during his still 
ferocious speeches. 

That flamboyant ego never 
deserted him. When the pub- 
lishers of his “Thirty Years’ 
View,” sent a messenger to in- 
quire as to how many copies 
he thought ought to be printed, 
he replied: “Sir, they can as- 
certain from the last census 
how many families there are in 
the United States, sir.” 

In death and defeat, Thomas 
Hart Behton was victerious. For 
his voice from the past on be- 
half of Union was one of the 
deciding factors that prevented 
Missouri from yielding to all 
efforts to drive her into seces- 
sion. Fate had borne out the 
wisdom of Benton's last report 
to his constituents as Senator 

“I value solid popularity—the 
esteem of good men for good 
action. I despise the bubble 
popularity that is won without 
merit and lost without crime 

. I have been Senator 30 
years. ... I sometimes had to 
act against the preconceived 
opinions and first impressions 
of my constituents; but always 
with full reliance upon their 
intelligence to understand me 
and their equity to do me 
justice—and I have never been 


disappointed.”

South took the first trick 
with the ace of hearts and, ap- 
parently in a great hurry to 
ruff losing hearts, used that 
technique immediately. After 
ruffing a heart at Trick 2, how- 


ever, he had no convenient 
play from the table, and for 
want of anything better, laid 
down the king of diamonds. 


West ducked, and declarer then 
led the diamond queen, hoping 
to drop the jack. West won with 
the ace and shifted to the 
queen of clubs. South won, 
ruffed his last heart, drove out 
West's remaining diamond stop- 
per by ruffing, and then led a 
trump to the queen. South dis- 
carded a club on a good dia- 
mond, while West ruffed, but 
West then put his partner in 
with a club, and on East's con- 
tinuation of the suit, West was 
assured of another trump trick 
for the defeat of the contract 

In hands of this type an im- 
mediate ruff in dummy is a 
costly luxury—the right play is 
to set up diamonds without de- 
lay. West ducks the first round 
of diamonds but now declarer 
can return to his own hand 
with a trump and lead another 
diamond. Against this line of 
attack the defenders are in 
hot water. 

It is true that West, on win- 
ning with the diamond ace, can 
cut down dummy’'s ruffing 
power by shifting to the trump 
jack, but this does him no good. 
Declarer discards two clubs on 
dummy’s diamonds while West 
is using up his trump trick.

Y friend, Mrs. William 
M pick Sporborg, who is an 
ardent member of the Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, sent 
me a very delightful story of 
what members of the Home- 
makers Club of Glen Burnie, 
Md., headed by Mrs, Samuel J. 
Anderson, did for the women of 
the village of Rai in India, 

Of course, they did not do 
it all alone. They got valuable 
help from Washington and co- 
operation from Harold Stassen, 
who had discovered the plight 
of these women on one of his 
trips to India. He found they 
were walking a whole day to 
draw water from a contaminat- 
ed well. 

Mrs. Anderson, reading the 
story, couldn't finish her glass 
of iced tea. She realized she 
could turn a tap faucet and 
have clean water for bathing, 
drinking and for general use 
and did not have to walk a 
whole day to get water which 
would bring dysentery and ill- 
ness to anyone who drank it.

SOMEHOW, the women of 
Glen Burnie were fired with 
the idea of helping these wom- 
en of India. They got assur- 
ances from Mr. Stassen that the 
$400 they raised for a new 
pump would be used for that 
purpose and that new work 
would be started to help the 
village develop wells for irri- 
gation of crops and that laun- 
dry and bathing facilities would 
be established. 

The best part of the story, 
as told by Mrs. Anderson, is 
this: 

“I think the project has done 
as much for us as it will do for 
the women in India. It whipped 
up club interest, gave us such 
a vital goal in our ciub work. 
We have never been more uni- 
fied, felt warmer or closer to 
one another. It was a wunder- 
ful experience for 1s.”
